Application Forms For 


Pensions Available 

Application forms for Old Age Pen- 
sions are now available in all Post 
Offices throughout Alberta, the Reg- 
jonal Director of Old Age Security, 
Il. C. L. Gillman, said last week. 

Persons who are already receiving 
Old Age Pensions do not have to fill 
out new application forms, Mr. Gill- 
man emphasized, Their names and ad- 
dresses are being obtained from Pro 
vineial records and trans‘erred to 
Federal lists without any action being 
required on their part. Alberta has ap 


proximately 18,250 persons in this 
Group. Those who are receiving a 
$10.00 a month pension will have it 


continued at that level; those who are 
getting a partial pension will find it 
increased to $40.00 


Alberta has approximately 25,000 
persons 70 or over not now getting 
pensions who will be eligible for a 
pension under the new program. It is 
essential, Mr, Gillman emphasized, 


that these people send in their appli- 
cations immediately, so that proof of 
age and residence in Canada may be 
checked and all arrangements com- 
pleted for the first cheques to go out 
toward the end of next January. 

Delay in sending in an application 
may mean that the application can 
not be put through in time for the 
January cheque issue. The longer the 
delay the less chance there is that 
the application can be handled in 
time. 


Applicants must 


prove their age, 
and the proof should be sent along 
with the application form. Birth or 


Baptismal Certificates are best evi- 
dence. Other documents that will be 
considered include records in family 
Bibles, Church rolls or registers, mar- 
riage records, communion certificates 
passports and acknowledgements of 
age by insurance companies. 

“If you cannot send evidence of this 
kind, please send any documents you 
do have that support your claim of 
age,” Mr. Gillman said. “These docu- 
ments will, of course be returned to 
you. If you cannot send anything to 
prove your age, send in your applica- 
tion anyway, stating that you have no 
document to support your claim of 
age. You will then be told what you 
must do about proving your age.” 


The pension cheques will be addres 
sed to the pensioner himself, although 
provision will be made to pay the pen 
sion to some other person or agency 
when this becomes necessary because 
of the pensioner’s illness 
ity.

purchasing power of the wheat-dollar 
is adjusted to its real purchasing pow 
er on the basis of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics index for various commodities 
and services, it appears that over the 
50 year period in which wheat prices 
have been registered in the open mar- 
ket there have been only ten years 
when the purchasing power of a 
bushel of wheat has been lower than 
in the five years of government mar- 
keting. Over this stretch of half a 
century, in four years out of five the 
wheat grower would have been better 
off had he been allowed to market 
his product freely, and and in only 
one year in five would he have re- 
ceived a hint of benefit from the in- 
terposition of goverment. The odds
